The credentials of 
Edward D. White, as senator from 
Louisiana, for the term beginning March 
4, 1891, to succeed Senator Eustis, 
were presented. 
Mr. Morrill was 


granted indefinite leave.of absence be- 
cause of the condition of his health, 


Mr. Blair in calling up his resolution, 


introduced yesterday, proposing 
an 


amendment to tho rules so as to limit 
debate by moving the previous question, 
said he would not presj its immediate 
consideration, owing to the fact that 
several senators, who wore not ready to 
proceed this morning, had spoken to 
him indicating a dt-siro to bo heard 
before action was taken in the matter. 


Ho stated, however, that be had offer- 


el tho resolution, not with special refer- 
ence to any pending bill, but because 
he felt there was a necessity for tho 
proposed change. 
The period,

thought, had arrived when, in 
the

which a larger number of important 
public measures could be decided. Tho 
difficulty hitherto had been in the other 
house of congress, but that difficulty 
had been—as all senators knew—re- 
moved to some extent, so that action 
was obtained there more promptly than 
formerly. The senate, which had been 
hitherto tho most expeditious body in 
tho transaction of business, was now 
liable to be, and in fact was, far behind 
—he meant was behind iu its capacity 
to reach and decide whatever measure a 
majority was disposed to pass. 


As it now was tho whole business ol 


the country was at tho m rcy of one 01 
two individuals who might be opposed 
to a measure. The majority was prae< 
tically under

control 
of tho 


minority. And so uow, without refer 
ence to any particular measure now 
pending, or that might be pending, he 
thought that the subject of his resolu 
tion should recicvo tho early and earues' 
consideration of tho senate. 
Ho was 


not clear but that it was imperatively 
necessary that the matter should b 
considered previous to '?Mf 
pending 


measure even to tho tariff bill. 


Not only, be sanl, could complaint bo 


made that there had been a disposition 
to procrastinate or to obstruct tho ordi 
nary course of debate in decision in the 
tariff bill; yet although tho senate had 
already ten days upon it, only fifteen 
pages had been disposed of out of 
pages in the bill, and all tho great sub 
jeets of discus3ion-sngar,reciproeity,c$: 
were still to come. Thero'Was no reason 
to suppose therefore, that under tho ex 
istiug rules, the bill would be couchidoc 
before next December.

The nuts are roasted 0:1 the 
street in a pan or brazier, and are re- 
tailed in five and ten cent glasses of 
exceedingly diminutive capacity. 


Many chestnut stands are presided 


over by Italians, though numerous 
women are engaged in the enterprise. 
Of the population of western cities, a 
large proportion are country-born and 
bred, and for such the chestnut-vender 
is a reminder of boyhood's days, and is

proven, tho lirst coins manufactured in 
tho English province's of North America. 
The date oi' their issue and history of 
their coinage has never been definitely 
ascertained or est ibiished, silthongli there 
is rc'ason to believe that thoy were in cir- 
culation as moncr as curly as tho ye>:r 
1010.

The Sommer 
Island "brass" or "shilling" has on one 
nido a hog, of what is now kuowu as tho 
"razor-back" species, in tho center, with 
"XII." above the figure, and these are sur- 
rounded with a be.ided circle; exterior 
and around this is tho legend, "Sommer 
Island." On the reverse side is a ship of 
lhat day, with canvas spread and a flag 
flying from each mast-head, a beaded cir- 
cle nearly surrounding tho effigy about the 
edge of the piece. 


The sixpence of Sornioer Island is 


p.bont half tho size of the shilling, aud nn 
exact counterpart of tho larger coin, with 
fho exception that VI., instead of XII., 
surmounts the swino symbol. 
Only 


three of the shillings and one sixpence 
aro known to be in existence. The shil- 
ling piece has been imitated. Of course, 
none of tho geuiiiuo coins are iu the 
market; they are pricele-s in value. 


Tho New England shilling, sixpence 


and threepence weie tho lirst silver coins 
mil do in America. They were thin plau- 
cbets of silver, having N. E, stamped on

ing sinner wo take him to by. and so we 
excuse ours&lves from tho comparison. 
But we mistake. His life is a fair reflection 
of our own. as wanderers from tho Father's 
house. Tho word literally means to be un- 
saving, to fail to husband resources. It is 
not necessa••>* to induUo in midnight or- 
gies, to openly and blatantly profane His 
name and His day, to run amuck upon tho 
streets in order to come under the scope 
ot this tolMalo Scripture.

Then they join themselves 
to the other party and to tho princo of tho 
powers of darkness. There in no neutral 
ground.

Medical Superstitions. 


There is a popular supposition of wide 


range, based upon I know not what, 
that it is very healthful for children to 
play with dogs. A weak child, it is 
thought, may gain strength by being 
with a dog, or, if diseased, the child 
may be cured by having the animal 
"take the disease"—for example, in- 
flamed eyes or any disorder of the skin. 
Within a ;*ar a college graduate told 
me, in perfect good faith, of acquaint- 
ances, a Boston doctor and his wife, 
whose little girl had been greatly af- 
flicted with some form of eczema, which 
they all hoped would disappear, as the 
parents had purchased a fine dog to 
play with the child. 


When a dog is teething the upper in- 


cisors, according to a New England 
superstition, must be removed as soon 
as they become loose, or he may "swal- 
low them aud have fits." Perhaps even 
more generally received is the fancied 
danger of allowing a child's milk-tooth 
after extraction to fall into the pos- 
session of a dog or cat, lest the animal 
swallow it, and the child have a dog's 
or cat's tooth grow in place of the lost 
one. The Mexicans and Indians in 
Texas say that every animal lias brains 
enough to tan its own skin, and to the 
latter, in the case of the wolf, panther, 
wild cat, and some other animals, is 
mainly prepared by rubbing into the 
the flesh side of it the brains of its 
former wearer. 
A somewhat common 


fancy among children, perhaps, too, 
adults as well, is that "every part 
strengthens a part"—-that is, that the 
liver, heart, brains, and so on, of ani- 
mals, when eaten, go directly toward 
nourishing the corresponding organs in 
the enter. 
A similar doctrine was 


worked out in great detail by the 
American Indians, and is. I believe, 
held by many other savage tribes. It 
seems altogether probable that such 
beliefs, wherever found among civilized 
people, old or young, are survivals from 
some remote antiquity, and that they 
are closely akin iu their nature and ori- 
gin to the well-known doctrine of sig- 
natures which has played so great a 
part in the systems of medicines of 
primitive peoples.— Popular Science 
Monthly.

On the trio of the steamer Massachu- 


setts from Xew York receutly.tests were 
made by a board of naval officers of tho 
new apparatus for eliminating tho dan- 
ger of fogs at sea.known asthj eophoue. 
.1. W. Miller, of the Providence and 
Stonington Steamship Company, at tho 
request of the United States Govern- 
ment, had the Massachusetts fitted with 
the apparatus, in order that its work- 
ings might be ie.itod coming up the 
Sound. 
Briefly described, the instru- 


ment is a polished brass reflector, 18 
by 12 inches, concave on both sides, 
with sound receivers in the form of ear 
trumpets attached to both sides. This 
is mounted above the deck-house, on a 
vertical hollow brass shaft extending 
through the ceiling, iu which are two 
tubes connecting with the sound re- 
ceivers, passing through separate reson- 
ators ami ending with an ear-piece cov- 
ering each ear. The object of the ap- 
paratus is to produce sound in one ear 
and acoustic silence in the other. The 
manner in which the position of a vessel 
approaching or being approached in a 
fog is determined may be misunder- 
stood by the following example: 


If a vessel were approaching on the 


starboard how, the sound of her. whistle 
would Sitrike the right side of the re- 
flector, a-id 
be 
carried to 
the 


right 
ear,

the left. 
By turning the wheel until 


the sound ceases in the right, it will be 
heard in the left ear. 
Midway between 


these two points of silence is the situa- 
tion of the sound, and by turning the 
reflector toward this point the sound 
waves outer both ears equally, and the 
reflector is pointed with great accuracy 
toward the object heard. 


A slight, vibration of the wheel to 


break the sound waves will enable the 
operator to follow a moving object in 
any direction. The eophone may also 
bOjiised in avoiding fixed obstacles,such 
as reefs and icebergs. Iu such cases 
the wauiing is obtained by echo, the 
vessel sounding its whistle and receiv- 
in;; the echo back into the eophone. 
When the sea is clear there is no echo, 
but whcu obstructed in any way there 
is always a reflex wave of sound. In this

nerejsary to resort to artificial means 
for an experiment. When the steamer 
came to her wharf at Fox Point a tug 
was procured, and its captain was in- 
structed to cruise at random around the 
steamer, sounding his whistle at inter- 
val. The board of officers, composed 
of dipt. H. B. HotV, Lieutenants For- 
syth. .Megis, and W. II. Keeder, U. S. 
X., together with President ^Miller, re- 
tired to the pilot-house and listened 
through the eophone to the tug's warn- 
ings. Although unable to see it from 
their station, it was found by the evi- 
dence of persons who were in view of 
the tug that the eophone had correctly 
located its position, The officers will 
make their report on the merits of the 
device to the authorities at Washing- 
ton,

One of the most wonderful discover- 


ies iu science that have been made 
within the last year or two is the fact 
that a beam of light produce? sound, A 
beam of sunlight is thrown through a 
leuse on a glass vessel that contains 
lampblack, colored silk or worsted, or 
other substances. A disk having slits 
or openings cut in it is made to revolve 
swiftly in this beam of light &o as to cut 
it up, thus making alternate flashes of 
light and shadow. On putting tho car 
,to the glass vessel, strange sounds are 
'Iteard as long as the flashing beam is 
^falling on the vessel. 
* .'Recently a more wonderful discovery 
li^s been made. A beam of sunlight 
is made to pass through a prism, .so as 
to produce what is called the solar 
spectrum or rainbow. 
The disk is 


turned, and the colored light of tin- 
rainbow is made to break through it. 
Now place tho ear to the vessel con- 
taining the silk, wool or other material. 
As the colored lights of the spectrum 
fall upon it, sounds will bo given by 
different parts of the spectrum, and 
there will be silence in other parts. 


For instance, if the vessel contains 


red worsted, and the green light llashe-i 
upon it, loud sounds will be given. 
Only feeble sounds will bu hoard 
when the red and blue parts of the 
rainbow fall upon the vessel, and other 
colors make no sound at all. Green 
silk gives sound best in red light. Every 


The Egypt coal mine, near Egypt 


Station, X. C., is the only coal mine in 
North Carolina and has usually forty 
laborers employed in it. 
The pit is 


450 feet, deep, and there is only one 
cage used to draw out the men. Dur- 
ing one afternoon this cage was caught 
by a slight cave-in about midway be.- 
tween the top and bottom of the shaft, 
thus rendering useless the only means 
by which the laborers could get out.

"The Slur-Spangled llnniier" Was Written 


Amid Stirring Oceiie*. 


"The Star-Spangled 
Banner" was 


written by Francis Scott Key in 1SH, 
at the time of tho bombardment of Fort 
Mcllenry. Mr. Key was a well-known 
lawyer of Baltimore, a bmther-in-law 
of Chief Justice K. B, Taney, of the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 
By authority of President Madi-c:i. Mr. 
Key had gone to the British fleet under- 
a flag of truce to secure the release of 
his friend, Dr. Beanes, who had been 
captured by the enemy and was detained 
on board the ' flag-ship Surprise, com- 
manded by Sir Thomas Cochiane, on 
charge of violating his parole. 
The 


negotiation was successful; but the 
British, being about to make a com- 
bined attack by tea and land on Balti- 
more, detained Key, lest he should 
carry intelligence of their preparations 
to his counts-men. Bei'ig a non-com- 
batant, he was not made a i>ri-.onor of 
war, but was simply detained <m ship- 
board lor a few days. He then with his 
friend witnessed the bombardment of 
Fort MeHenry, the J'ey of Baltimore, 
anxiously watching iiis country's flag 
all day floating over the fort, catching 
occasional gliir; =es of it through the 
night, by explosion of shells and rock- 
ets, and delightedly saw it when tho 
morning dawned, still waving over its 
patriotic defenders. The song, in fact,' 
is a description of tho scene and his 
feelings on the occasion. 


In the enthusiasm of the hour, Mr. 


Key seized a pencil and, sitting on deck 
with the flag floating over the fort be- 
fore him, wrote on the back of an enve- 
lope the song whose words will never 
dio so long as the American heart thrills 
with the love of country. He finished 
it on his way to the shore, and wrote it 
out just as it now stands, at the hotel 
in Baltimore. 
The next morning he 


took it to Judge Nicholson, of the Court 
of Appeals, whose wife was a sister of 
Mrs. Key, aud asked him how he liked 
it. Tho Judge, who had commanded a 
volunteer company of artillery in the 
engagement, praised it enthusiastically. 
It was then placed in the hands of a 
printer, and was printed on a single 
sheet of paper, and distributed in every 
part of the city. It was hailed with en- 
thusiasm, and it was soon regarded as 
America's favorite anthem. 


The flag that 
inspired the "Star- 


spangled Banner" was made by a daugh- 
ter of Rebecca Young, who made tho 
first flag of the revolution, under Gen. 
Washington's 
directions. 
She was. 


selected by 
Commodore Barry aud 


Gen. Strieker, family connections, to 
make the banner, which she did, being 
au exceedingly patriotic woman. 
The 


length originally was forty feet, and it 
had a width of twenty-nine feot, aud 
contained 400 yards of bunting. It had 
fifteen stripes instead of thirteen, each. 
stripe being two feet wide. 
The flag 


was so large that Mrs. Mary Pickersgill 
was obliged to obtain permission from 
Clagitts' Brewery, in Baltimore, which. 
was '.ear her house, to spread it out in 
their malthouse ; and she worked many 
nights until 12 o'clock, to complete it 
in tho given time. 
It is now in the 


possession of Mrs. Ebon Appleton, of 
No. 71 East Fifty-fourth street. New 
York, whose grandfather, Col. George 
Armistead, was the gallant defender of 
the fort during the bombardment. — 
JYeif England Magazine.

The alternating current 
reverses its direction eight hundred 
times in a second. It is not tho amount 
but the intensity of the electric cm-rent 
that has tho killing power."

electric light?" 


"The incandescent light is sixteen

The Virginia Indians value 
copper and have a custom of throwing 
pice, s into the river when passing their 
burying ground. A common ornament 
of the person was "a broad piece of cop- 
per." Similar references occur in the 
records of the early settlers of New Eng- 
land. In the St. Lawrence Valley, Cham- 
plain met an Indian who "drew from his 
bag a piece of copper the length of a foot, 
which he gave, me; the same was very 
handsome and very pure, giving me to 
understand that he had a quantity of it 
where ho had taken this, which was on 
the horde- of a river near a great lake." 
The early records invariably refer to its 
uses for ornament, but the copper objects 
found in graves mid village sites along 
the Northern Atlantic coast arc all, ex- 
cept a few beads, useful objects, such as 
spear heads, arrow points, or cells.—[The
